Paris To Have A Creamery. 

A movement to organize a stock 
company with a capital of $10,000 for 
the purpose of erecting a creamery 
has been launched and will be pushed 
to a successful finish here. 

Behind the project are a number of 
Paris’ business men and farmers- in- 
terested in the dairy and milk busi- 
ness. It is said the stock will be 
placed at $10 per share so as to enable 
as many as desire to become interest- 
ed. The plant will have a capacity of 
4,000 pounds of milk per hour. 

The establishment of such an in- 
dustry is what has been needed for 
many years as it will not only furnish 
farmers for miles around with a marker 
lor their milk product but will furnish 
citizens of Paris with supply of pure 
sterilized milk, cream, buttermilk and 
butter of the highest quality equal at 
all times to the demand. The cream- 
ery instead of the dairies will supply 
the people of the city, thus avoiding a 
scant supply at certain seasons of the 
year. Like establishments in neigh- 
boring cities have proven very success- 
ful, netting profits raging Jfrom 12 to 
42 per cent. 

J. H. Kidwell, of the Burnap Build- 
ing & Supply Company, of Toledo, O, 
is here to assist in arranging every de- 
tail in the formation of the new 
creamery.

A Republican Campaign Method. 

The effort made by the Republican 
organ at Louisville to place upon 
^dge S. W. Hager, Stare Auditor, the 
Ir^mocraT^c nominee for Governor, re- 
sponsibility for the failure of County 
Clerk W. J. Shemonin, of Jefferson 
county, to meet a check which he had 
given to the public treasury in settle- 
ment of money collected by him for the 
Commonwealth ddring the month o.'' 
June last, proved abortive. Judge 
Hager promptly met the insinuation, 
and, in a card to the people of Ken- 
tucky, made clear that he has in the 
Semonin instance as in all others with 
which he has had tadeal during his ad- 
ministration, closely adhered to the 
Statue law governing his office and his 
dealings with county officials of the 
State. 

The attack of the Louisville Herald 
on Judge Hager in this matter is but a 
fair^sample of the campaign method of 
that party. Unable to show a single 
instance in which Judge Hager, as 
State Treasurer and Auditor of Public 
Accounts, has not performed well 
every dutj' devvoling upon him ; unable 
to directly charge him with favorite- 
ism to a Eemocratic county official, 
that paper, in the most cowardly man- 
ner, insinuates that the Auditor might 
have protected the Commonwealth in 
the Semonin matter. To an.swer the 
insinuation which he very promptly 
did. Judge Hager had occasion to refer 
to the pubilc records cf his office, and 
to speak from those records. He show- 
ed that Clerk Semonin has, since he 
came into office, and since Judge Hager 
has been an official of the State, paid 
into the public treasury, at- various 
times sums aggreagting more than a 
half million of dollars. He showed 
that those payments had been made 
regularly and as the law, provides and 
requires, and that the last check sent 
by Semonin, like the first, w'ent regu- 
larly through the proper channels for 
collection. That it was not paid is a 
matter of public knowledge. Also, 
that it was the first check ever given 
by that official to the State of Ken- 
tucky which was not promptly met by 
the giver of it. Why the payment of 
the money was stopped is attempted to 
be explained by Clerk Semonin, but 
with that the Auditor, Judge Hager, 
has nothing to do. Immediately upon 
notification that the check had not been 
paid. Judge Hager took the precaution 
to proctet the commonwealth by noti- 
.fying the official bondsman cf the 
Clerk. The State Inspector and Ex- 
aminer propmtJy began an ‘investiga- 
tion of the office of the defaulting 
Clerk. It is authoritatively statsd 
that immeditely upon the making of 
the report of Judge Himes, the Statt 
Inspector, Semonin is ready and will 
pay to the State every penny due it 
from him. Thus the State will not 
have lost a penny that is due it. I ut 
has the reverse been true. Judge Hager 
could in no wise have been held re- 
sponsible for that loss.

John Warwick Daniel Of Vir* 
ginia. 

Among the Southern Democrats who 
havelbeen mentioned in connection with 
the presidency, none is more conspicu- 
ous than John Warwick Daniel, the 
senior^Senator'from Virginia. He'was 
born at^Lynchburg, September 5, 1842, 
and is of “English descent. Senator 
Daniel was educated, at Dr. Gessner 
Harrison's Univeristy school and 
Lynchburg College. H^left school in 
May 1861, to enter the provisional army 
of Virginia, as second lieutenant and 
drill master. He held several offices in 
the Confederate army, and was in 1864 
Chief of Staff to General Early. He 
was wounded three times in battle; the 
last time being seriously crippled in 
the great Wilderness fight in May 1864. 
After this, he returned homo and be- 
gan the study of law in the office of 
his afther. In 1865-66, he attended the 
Law School of the ^University of Vir- 
ginia, and being admitted to the bar, 
practiced his profession with|nis father 
until 1873,Mvhen the latter died. Sena- 
tor Daniel has written two standard 
law books — Daniel on Negotiabl#> In- 
structions, and Daniel on Attachments, 
and has received the dergee of L. L. 
D. from the University of Michigan 
and Washington and Lee Universiy. 
He has served in both branches of the 
Virginia Legislature, and has been five 
times a delegate to'NationafDeum- 
cratic Conventions ; once a Democratic 
elector ; once the Democratic candidate 
for Governor of V'irginia ; a member of 
the House of Representatives of the 
Unitbd States in the 4yth Congress. 
He succeeded William Mahone as 
Ignited States Senator from Virginia 
m 1887, and has held that position for 
more than twent^yearsT irts^DaniePs 
record as a Senator that attracts atten- 
tion to him as an available Democratic 
standard-bearer. He has stood along 
side of such men as Hoar and Morgan 
in the Upper House of Congress. 
Gifted, scholarly, courageous, courte- 
ous, honorable and industrious, he has 
been a mode! Senator. A regular 
Democrat at all times, he has been a 
champion of State rights, taxation for 
revenue only, and strict adhereance to 
the letter and spirit of Constitution. 
He opposed the ratification of the 
Spanish treaty believing that the 
Philippines would' be a curse instead of 
an advantage to2j;hie“" Uni ted States. 
He has sternly frowne d on government 
ownership of railroads and does not 
favor the initiative and referendum in 
Federal; legisaltion. c He has opposed 
“government by injunction and had 
favored strict Fedreal control of cor- 
porations engaged in Interstate Com- 
merce. The South has no stronger 
man in public life today that John W. 
Daniel.

What does the conclusion reached by 
the President and Senator Hopkins 
mean; that: “It would be suicidal to 
the Republican party to undertake a 
revision of the tariff during the next 
Conrgess?’’

They Originated In a Scheme Devised 
by Lord Gtanhopc. t 

The general public has no idea of , 
the meaning of "slnk’ng fund.” The , 
term had ir.s origin in a sclieine do- ' 
vised by Lord Ste.uliope in 17K> Avhore- * 
by certain taxes on tlie South Seal 
(Bublile) and general funds Avere made'' 
pen>etiial, and it Avas enacted that the 
surplus should be aniiually invested 
and applied to the discharge of tbe na- . 
tional debt. By means of it betAA'cen 
the years 171U and 1733 the sum of 
.5.*>2.24 0,000 of tlie debt Avas actually 
discharged. So rich became the sink- 
ing fund that it excited the cupidity 
of parliament, and the graftei*s laid 
A'iolent hands on it, dlA'erting it to 
Ollier luirposes, so that in the succeed- j 
ing twenty-five years only $42, .500, 000 
more had been paid off. j 

The fund got into a condition so j 
wretched that it did little in time of * 
peace and nothing in time of war to , 
discharge the national debt. Dr. Price ' 
persnadetl Williain Pitt to adopt his j 
plan of iiiA'cstlng I?.5.ft00,000 OA’ery year j 
at componiid interwt luitil Avith the ac- 
oiiinulations the sum amounted to .^20,- 
000,000, Avhen It AA'as to bo inA'ested at 
simple interest only, leaving the 
amount of interest annually redeemed 
at the disposal of parliament. Dr. 
Price said: “Ia?t a state be supposed 
to run in debt $10,000,000 a year, for ; 
which it pays interest at 4 per cent, i
